[THIN the limits of this article 
ane can hope to give only the 
merest sketch of the history 
sited the subject of the Jews involves: 
I need not pane to emphasize the re- 
essai charicter of the Jewish people. 
They are unique in that for eighteen hun- 
real years they have had op country, 
have heen dispersed to the four quarters 
of the globe, ancd yet have retained their 
relimon, their cohesion, their intellectual 
capacity, their loyalty to. thetr mee, and 
have, whenever there was any pretense 
of equality of opportunity for them, 
forged their way ahead inte positions of 
rominence, influence, and) power in 
rohan professions, in’ philosophy, in 
art. in literature, and in government, 
They have at the same time made loyal 
subjects or citizens of the ¢ountrics in 
which they have lived wherever they 
have been accorded anv reasonable pron 
tection of civil nights, No other people 
has ever heen subjected to such contin- 
ous persécition in derial of opportunity v 
to make a living and pursuit of bag pi- 
ness. in humiliating restriction wpon their 
liberty, i exclusion fro education, and

THE DISPERSION OF THE jitWe BRCINS 

During the three hundred years before 
Christ, the Jews were under Greek eqn 
Jerusalem was at- 
tacked many times and sacked. with the 
conseq tient ‘dispersion into other eoun- 
tries of many of its people. They mi 
grated into Syria, into Arabia, into 

tgypt, and hecaine numerous and promi- 
nentin Alexandria, Lodeed. there wert, 
it 18 said, a4 many as a million Tews in 
Egypt before the Christian era. 

When the Roman and the Parthian 
empires cormmst tuted! the world, Jews were 
to be found in every commercial, center, 
and in each there was a Jewish com- 
munity and synagogue and a relationship 
maintained with Jerusalent. 

The Jews flocked to Rome, ‘Tiberius 
ised an order excliing them, bat it 
was only enforced for a short time and 
they returited jm great numbers. At- 
though the Emperor Claudius armounced 
his intention of banishing them again, 
they were so many that he gave it op. 

In the first and second centuries after 
Christ, Nero, Vespasian, Titus. Trajan, 
and Hadrian found the Jews of Palestine 
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The seatoof Jewish ecclesiastical au- 
thar Lie! naissed Prom Tiberi itl 
Malestini to Etahvionia, wie irre 
Theis were established at Nehardeéa and 
Som ihn Balivloania three inetitutions of 
caring were conducted bv the rable.

The written law wasthe liw of Moses, 
ontained in the Pentatench and known 
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every minute of his waking. hours that 
absorbed his: attention and. bis interest. 
With ne heme, no country, oo. Kindly 
sympathy from any ane bit his owt 
kind, be found bis happiness within 
own citcle and im the reftige from sorrow 
which his life within the law gave him. 

Their great historian says-of the Jews: 

“Tn the vicissitudes of their fate for a 
preat mativ centirics they were saved 
‘by their own inner life, pore home life, 
idealism Of the synagoerne, ind belief mn 
ltiroate Messianic redemption’ from 
utter demarilization and despair.” 

JEWS GRANTED FULL FREEDOM BY 

SARACEN S 


From Pombeditha and Sura, i Baly- 
lonia, in the eleventh century, the seat of 
Jewish ecclestastical authority seems to 
have passed to Spain, where, udder the 
Saracens in Cordova and Toledo and 
Granada, the Jews were piven full free- 
dom and scope for their activities. and 
for the practice of their religion, and for 
the further discussion of the Jewish 
faith and philosophy. 

The two Taltnuds are very volumimous, 
and in the centuries after their rmsue 
their legal contents were digested ane 
condensed into more tsable form for 
daily consultation: amd use, From time 
to time philosophers and leaders af Jew- 
ish thought appeared, | 

Philo of Alexandria, Maimonides of 
Spain, aml Moses Mendelssohn were the 
three great lights, the first in the begin- 
ning of the Christian era, the second m 
the Middle Ages, and the third in the 
eighteenth century and late enough to 
furnish the type to Lessing for that won- 
deriul character of Nathan der Weise. 

False Messinhs appeared sind misled 
imany to their sorrow. Mysticism played 
its part and hooks prometing it were 
Written, Giusing protest and controversy. 
Commentaries were published ly some 
Jewish leaders of thought which were 
pronounced heretical by others. Spinara, 
the reat philosopher, was ¢xcormmuni- 
cated by the Disteh rabbis, — 

But in spite oF these differences, con- 
stantly. during the seventeen centuries of 
geloam and woe, somewhere in the wortd 
was a religious center of Jewish authority 
to. which Israel turned for bope and in- 
spiratinn. 


The strictly urthodox Jews haye al- 
ways adhered closely to the rabbinical 
law of the Talmud, but under the influ- 
ence Of Mendelssohn and the leadership 
of other liberals among his successors 3 
division occurred, and there arose a. lih- 
eral and reformed school among ther, 
which grew in number ae the conditions 
for thelr aeimilation with the local en- 
vironment became more fovorable and. 
they were relieved from the forced. ex- 
clasiveness and misery of the Ghetto. 


Tweet) JEWIST TONGUES 


The speech of the Jews has had an in- 
teresting history, Hebrew, Aramaic, 
Greek, Arabic, and all European lan- 
riages were from time te tine spoken by 
them. Finally, in their wanderings. there 
grew up two hvbrid mediums—one the 
Widdish, or Jargon, and the other the 
Ladino. 

The fonner, which has: an. extensive 
literature, 1 based on the medieval Ger- 
ian, but is written in the Hebrew char- 
acters andl 15 mixed with Hebrew and in- 
fluenced by.theivernacular.

especially hastile to the Christians, whom 
they regarded as trattors to their race for 
failing them in the wars of Vespasian

WASSACHES OF TIE JEWS UNDER TIT 
PLASTAGES ETS 

A eroel massucre of the lews oceurred 
in 1189 in England, at the time ofthe 
coronation of Kichard |, although the 
king favored them and they had acquired 
a hold in England to such an extent that 
there had been established a Tewtsh ex- 
chequer, where Jews had to register all 
their transactions and through which the 
financial troubles of the Flantagenets 
were greatly remedied by Jewish gold. 
They were, however, expelled in taqo 
from! England by Edward 1, it ds. sail 


at the imstance of the fQueen Mother, 


Eleanor, whose religions intolerance 
could not brook their presence. 

The Fourth Lateran Council. wader 
Innocent IIT, aniong many anti-Jewish 
measures, required Jews to wenr a dress 
ar badge indicating their rice, 
after in all the cities of Europe they were 
compelled to live in a particular quarter 
sutmuinded by walls and were locked in 
atonmight Flemrned th onl corgested in 
these ghettos, the Jewry of Europe lived 
out their painful lives until the sntddle of 
the cighteenth century. 

St. Lows of France extelled the Jews 
i 1264, treated them badly, and then im- 
vited them back. Piilip IV expelled 
then, iad nine years afterwards, in 1315,

his. successor. Lauis X, recalled them, 
They were finally expetled by Charles VI 
in 1304. 

ACCUSED OF SLACK-DEATH SORCERY 


Fn 1348 ane 1340 there came the plage 
of the “black death” all over Europe. 
Probably because of the hygichic effect 
of the Mosaic 2nd Talmudic law, to 
which the Jews conformed with rigidity, 
they escaped the ravages of the epidemic, 

This was noted among the people, and 
at once the report spread that the plagne 
had come from wells poisoned by the 
Jews, and atiother series of massacres of 
these poor peuple followed everywhere. 
During the plague, Pope Clement V1 
ised two bulla in an attempt to protect 
the Jews. | | 

The Popes in the course of the centu- 


‘nes, however, issued many bulls againat 


the Jews. ‘The bulls were enforced with 
Much greater severity in other countries 
than by the Popes themselves, who in 
actual administration often exhibited 
much leniency toward this. anfortunate 
race. Canon law hacl forbidden the tak- 
ing oof interest or usury by Christians: 
bat this. did net apply to the Tews, and as 
the Jews had the money, they did the 


Jercling. 


They thus became objects of interest 
to the kings of the various countries who 
had to borrow money, and they were 
made private servants of the monarchs, 
servi commer, a position of apparent 
privilege which, linwever, in the end only 
sublected the Jews to greater persecution, 


CHARGED WITH WOMAN SACKINICE 


An uncertain tolerance was the only 

relief from constant persecution, which 
was their wstal condition after the eni- 
sades and the black plague. Every ex- 
cuse for attacking them was seized. THuss 
in Bohemia preclatmed his adherence to 
the teachings of Wryeliffe in ra20. He 
was persecated by the church—bnt so, 
too, were the Jews—for his agitation 
among Christians, with which they had 
raucht te do. ? 
_ In 1481 the Inqiisition was set on foot 
in Spain, and jn 1492, after Granada fell, 
the Jews were expelled. Ther were 
driven into northern Africa, into Turkey, 
anid inte Italy, 
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Whenever bitterness or prejudice of 
private motive prompted hestity to the 
Jews; a commen form of accusation was 
that of murder, and offering of a =acrn- 
fice of a Gentile child in their religious 
ceremonies was charged. A trial was 
had and, whether conviction followed or 
not, persecutions rah riot. 

This method of attack has, a5 we know, 
continued down to the present genera- 
tion in some countries, Lecky, in ts 
“History of Morals in Europe,’ poirts 
ont that this form of charge was made 
against a gréat many different sects in 
pagan Rome—against the Christians as 
well as others. It has survived only 
against the Jews, 


POLAST GOACE A LAND OP REFUGE 


The effect of the crusades, the black 
plague, the Inquisition in Spain, the Huss 
persecutions in Behemta, and the annual 
wmassaeres in Austria in the time of Ru- 
doiph of Hapsburg, was to drive the 
jews to -seck refuge in a country where 
ife was possible. The country toward 
which they turned theit eves was Poland. 

‘Poland was consolidated under Casi- 
mir IT], the Great, in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and was nile still greater by the 
marriage of his grand-niece and heiress, 
to Yaguello, the Grand Duke of Lathu- 
ata, who theresport became the King of 
Poland and the founder of a dwnasty 
which tuled from the latter part of the 
fourteenth to the latter part of the -six- 
teenth century, 

At the height of its expatision the Pol- 
ish monarchy teached from the Baltic to 
the Black Sea and covered an area which 
down to this day harbors the great bulk 
of the Jewish population of Europe. Lf 
we leave out Prussian Poland and Aus- 
(rin Galicia, the Russian present. Jewrsh 
pale of settlement nearly coincides with 
the boundaries of this ancient Poland. 


4“ EWISED TODGE ATrOIsTeD 


In 1334. Cassimir the Great of Poland 
confirmed a charter of general privileges 
to the Jews which had originally been 
given by a predecessor in 1254. The 
charter insured the eoononie progress of 
the Jews and gave puarantics of their 
personal ath) pelipoies security. 

They were exempted from the juris- 


diction of the ecclesiastical as well as 
the municipal law courts and a “Jewish 
bap ie sq called, was appointed to act 
in their cases, significant of the aluses to 
which they had been subjected. 

Cassinur’s liberality attracted Jews. 
from every quarter of Europe and greatly 
increased therr number in| Poland. 

After the Vaguéllo dynasty the power 

sted frac the kings to the Molish no- 
bility, or Shlakta, and the protection to 
the Jews Tew less and Jess. The burgh- 
ers were hostile to them because of their 
competition, and the nobility, while wing 
them as agents te conduct their estates, 
were arittrary, crucl, and tyrannical. 

Choos ensued and the condition of the 
Jews grew worse. ‘They were forbidden 
to hold Jand. The nobility manufactured 
the liquor, and they were willing and 
anxious to have the Jews sell it, who 
thus, for lack of other vecupation, be- 
cane the innkeepers, the purveyors in 
the demoralizing liquor business. 

The reduction and elimination of the 
Polish Kingdom during the seventeenth 
and eihteenth centuries: transferred the 
bulk of the Jews of the world to the ju- 
risdiction of Russia, Germany, and Aus- 
trin. Poland lost many of its provitiees 
to Russi before the three formal parti- 
tions in the os ayes century. 

Except in the part of her Empire which 
Russia acquit from Poland, Russia 
never bad and has not now but a. very 
few Jews. Per eager acquisttion of her 
large share of Poland, however, placed 
nearly half of the Jews of the world 
within her jurisdiction, They tad not 
sought it. 


THE FLMT To HOLLAND 


The mah ihe of the Inquisition by 
Spain in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries led many of the Spanish es 
to. become baptized into the Catholic 
Charch and te go through the form of 
Christian worship, retaining: secret alle- 
mance to ludaism and observing its Inw 
as far as possible. They were called 
Marancs, ‘This was a notable exception 
to the usual tenacity of the Tews In. not 
only retaining their faith, but in avowing 
it under the test teroble ordeals, | 
_ The Maranos did not escane persect- 
tian by the Frquisition, however, and 
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they fled, many of them, to Tolland, 
where they engaged in trade and where, 
after a time, they resumed their relations 
to the synagogue, | 

Their skill in internation! trade and 

familiarity with colonial pratters soon 
gave them wealth and standing among 
the Dutch. Charles I] while in exile 
dealt with these Jews. At the same time, 
one of them visited Cramwell in 1655 and 
weseed pon liim the wisdom of allow- 
ing the Jews to return to England, 
whence they had long before been ex- 
pelled. 

Cromwell made no formal agreement, 
lt intimated that he would tolerate their 
return, and they went back. 

Charles: found them there when he was 
restored, and while they were not polttt- 
cally emancipated in England completely 
until 1850, they suffered no i: a 
and were able to. develop them faculties 
for business and finance and were well 
treated and became a strong and. loyal 
supporting element of the British Crown, 


SAFETY IN AMEMICA 


When the Constitution of the United 
States was adopted, Jews, of course, 
Were treated on a full political equality. 
Some of them were of the greatest aid 
to this country in the Revolution. While 
there were religious qualifications for 
euffrage in several of the States, they 
rapidly disappeared, and in this country, 
at least since the adoption of the Const- 
tution, in 1789, Jews have had: complete 
¢einancipation aru! perfect legal equality 
of opportunity, | 

When the French Revolution came on, 
in 1789, Mirabeau ond Abbé Grégoire led 
the movement for the emancipation of 
the Jews; and while they tet resistance, 
they were successful. 

Napoleon did not disturh this conedi- 
tion, On the contrary, be extended it 


anid gave equality of civil rights to the: 


Jews in many countries over which he 
exercised power, though he -was the 
Author of ot least one restrictive ordi- 
nance affecting. them. France mir, 
therefore, be cotinted as the next nation 
after the United States to give the Jews 
complete legal equality. 

Lous AWVITI, who succeeded Napo- 
leon, continued this freedom for them, 


though in actual admimitstration, under 
the influence of ecclesiastics, there was 
some discrimination against the Jews. 
When Louis Philippe suceeedeil, in 1830, 
his Minister of Edueation proposed a bill 
which became a iow, providing for the 
sane payment of rabbis and for syna- 
gogues out of the public treastiry as in 
the case of the Christian clergymen and 
churches. | 

In Holland the Jews: were given politi 
cal and civil equality in 1706. In the 
British colonies they paleyes it from 
1740, much earher than ther did in the 
mother country. 


PLEADING FOR RELIEF AFTER WATOLEON'S 
PALL 
In Prossia the Jews had been given 


greater civil and political rights in 1812, 


and in Mecklenburg and im I[aden. 
When Prussin united with England, Aus- 
tria, and. Russin to pot down Napolen, 
the young Jews of Germany played therr 
part with vigor and effect and made a 
valuable addition to the Prussian and 
German forces. . | 

After Nopoleon was beaten, in 1814, 
the Holy Athance, with Hardenberg and 
Metternich as leaders, met at Vienna, and 
the Jewish communities from the Hans 
towns and Frankfort appealed for relict 
from their governments: So bitter, how- 
ever, we the resistance of the free towns 
and of Franktort that only a fmendly 
resolution was passed and inserted in the 
German constitution, but it had oo moral 
binding effect. The Rothschilds were 
nearly driven from Franktort because of 
the hitterness of the Frankfort Senate 
nod their desire not to grant equal rights 
to the Jews, although the Jews had paid 
half a million doflars aa a consideration 
for-such a prant. 

About this time a professor named 
Riths, of the Banensy ot Berlin began 
propaganda against the Jews and aroused 
A bitter feeling, The truth is, that Prot- 
estat Germany has never been liberal 
in this regard, 

EQUALITY OF OPPORTCNITY TPHACTICALLY 
ORAS TED 

The popular movements all over Eu- 
rope in 1848. however, on the Continent 
brought not only equality of opportumty 
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and religious freedom to the Jews, but 
brought into the various porlianernts a 
number of the leading Jews, and from 
that time on they have had little real 
trouble with the law m Anstria, ‘Ger- 
many, Franer, Holland. and England, 

In Spain the Inquisition was revoked 
in T8gq.and the Jews have since been m- 
vited back. By the Congress of Berlin, 
in 1878, to which I shall refer more in de- 
tai] later, the Jews secure 
civil equality im Bulgaria and Serbia. 
Turkey bad already granted it to them. 
—©n the whole, then, at the present 
time, the sons of Israel have little to com 
plain of in statutory law except in Ru- 
mania and Rttssta. This is not to say 
that they do not encounter social pre jit 
dice in all countries, which im some cour- 
tries has grown into bitter Anti-Semi- 
tism and popular agitation against therm, 

Prejudice cannot be banisi ed by law, 
ft can only fade out as conditions pro- 
ducing it change. It of course affects the 





happiness and comfort of them against 


whom it is directed; but it-does not limit 
their useful activities nor the achicve- 
ments Of preat siccess, 

WHY Akt THE Tews PiRsectiren? 

What are the reasons for this almost 
canstint persecution of the Jews from 
the fourth century to the nineteenth? I 
regret to say that it must be mainly at- 
tributed to the religions intolerance of 
the Christinns, Other causes may be 
pointed out in the characteristics of the 
race which mistreatment and self-protec- 
tion either developed or increased and 
hardened, Dut, in the lost inal ysis, the 
initial cause was in religious prejudice, 

We find this prejudice in the hostility 
af Constantine after his eraveratin: we 
find it.in the bulls of the Popes, begin- 
ru cigy in the fourth century and cantinu- 
ing through the Middle Ages to. the 
Council of Trent, in 136g; we find it in 
the course of St. Louts of France: we 
find it in the religious frenzy of tJucen 
Eleanor of England, of Elizabeth of 
Russia, and Maria Theresa of Anstria: 
we find it in the Inquisition in Spain: we 
find it in the words of Martin Luther 
agonist them. 

Tuither said: “Why should the Jews 
complain of their captivity among us? 


d political and: 


We Christians suffered eeeeton ane 


criticism at thetr hands for nearly three 
hundred venrs,-so that we might com- 
plain that they took us captives and killed 
us, and to this very day we know not 
whet devil brought them into qur land, 
We cid not Bring them. from, Jerusalem. 
Besides that, na ome keeps them. ‘The 
country and the roads are open to then. 
Let thern reir to their own land. We 
will gladly give them presents if we can 
he rid of them, for they are a heavy bur- 
den upon tis, 1 plague, a pestilence, a 
sore trial,” 


TARCED TO SLAIN TAIN: THETE 
EXCLUSIVENESS 


We find the same spint of religions 
persecution in the reintroduction by Pins 
VIL of the Inquisition against the Jews 
and his ordinance that the Jews should 
forfeit the freedom enjoyed under the 
first Napoleons rule tn Rome and for- 
sake therr beautiful honses and return to 
the (Ghetto; and we find it today in the 
attitude of the Russian Greek Choreh and 
the severe methods adopred to secure the 
baptism of the Jews. 

he persecutions which this religions 
pre Judice ‘has engendered have stim- 
lated the Jews in self-protection to main- 
tein their exclusiveness, to continue their 
religious. life and rigid adherence to their 
ceremonials, and to avoid assimilation 
with such an uncamiartable and hestile 
enyirenrent, 

It iicreasci their interise activity, their 
cunning in business, in order that they 
might live at all against such opposition. 
and it produced in them: the traits that are 
now tiade the basis for denouncing them 

In 1877, Russia declared war grain st 
Turkey 9 eee of the atrocities com- 
mitted: ty the Turks af rainst the Christian 
pediples in the Baden: and ialtimately 
won the wor, She made the treaty of 
San Stephano with Turkey, and then the 
great Powers insisted that there must be 
lcongress to revise that treaty. 


RELIGIOUS AND CIVIL LINTREY URGED 

The congress was called at Berlin tm 
IB58 atid ander it were established the 
scpahie govertiments of Serbia, Bul- 
garia, and Rumania; who thos: really 
owed ther freedom to Russi. 
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France, England, and. Germany ‘in- 
stated that the new gaverunents to be 
eansttuted should embody in, their con- 
stitutions mo declaration in favor of re- 
ligiens and civil os Hirsi fisr all domiciled 
within them jurisdiction, 

This was not favored by Russia and 
was-very bitterly opposed by Ramantans. 
Nevertheless, om the approval of Prince 
Bismarck, who presided in the congress, 
the treaty required that, as a conditien 
of recognition by European governments, 
the constitution of Ruinnta should con 
tain declarations and guaranties of civil 
and religions fiberty aml equality forthe 
Jews, andl Russia signed the treaty. 

The Rumanian authorities deliberately 
framed a plan by which te evade the re 
quirement of the treaty. They provided 
in their constitution, Article V1 : 

“The difference of religions creeds and 
comditins does hot genstitute in Ku- 
ania an ohstacle to the acquircmnent of 
cil and paliticil rights and their exer- 
cise," | | 

WADING THE TREATY IN RUMANIA 

They then provided for naturalization 
and enacted that naturalization could 
only be granted bya law anid imdivide- 
ally. It was held by their government 
thit Jews were aliens, although they had 
leer living in Rumania for hundreds of 
years and hod been subject to draft into 
the Rumanian attny and had served os 
soldiers. In this way they avoided the 
effect of the constitution wpen Tews, and 
thetr statesmen openly prided themaelyes 
cn their pcutermess, 

Dy adopting the eunstitution to which 
[ have referred, the Rumanians procured 
the teeognition of Buropean countries, 
Since then they have heckled and harried 
the Jews by restrictions apon their liveli- 
hoods, by refusing admission to the cle- 
mentiry puliic schools of more than 54 
per cent of their-number, and in second- 
ary schools of more than 714 per cent, 
and in many other ways. 

Although this is im direct yiolutlor of 
the “reaiv of [beriin, the signatories ty 
the treaty have not thought i best to 
ilervene.

THE PALE OF THE SETTLEMENT 


~The daw which required the Jews in 
Russia to live in the cities bf the Pale of 
Settlement produced a-great congestion, 
They were forbidden to engage in so 
miny trades and callings that their means 
of livelihood was most limited.

kept excluded from government employ. 


They were denied secondary and uni- 
versity education except to the extent of 
a very emall per cent of their number,

There are in the world over fifteen 
nullion Jews, Of these,-six millions are 
to he found in the ten provinces of 
Russian Poland and the fifteen prov- 
wees called “the Pale of Settlement.” 
There are upward of 2,250,000 Jews in 
Austria and Hungary. There are fits,- 
foo in Germany, There dre 270, OOK) 
Jewsin Great Britain, 100,000 in France, 
45,000 In Italy, lalfa million in Asia, 
250,000 in Rumania, and there ure 3,- 
300,000 1n the United States, of whom a 
riliion or more live in the city of New 
York. 

The Jews in the United States, down

THE GHEAT JEWISH PRONLEM of TOnAY 


As T have said, in all parts of Furope 
ond America, except Russin and Ruo- 
mania, legal disetimination against the 
Jews has largely ceased and civil equality 
is geeorded them. The present great 
problem, therefore, is to secure civil 
equality for them in Russia and Ruo- 
mania. Tow is the present condition in 
these. countries explained ? 

Prince Gortchakoff in the Berlin Con- 
press described the Russisn and Ru- 
mani Jews a8 a great scotirge tipen 
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\liraliercu in the French Assembly sasd, 


in answer to a sitmblir charge: “Lt yo 
wish the Jews to becurme better men 
and tacful cititens, then lemish every 


humilatmg restriction, open to ther 
eveT¥ avenie of pammype a livelihood, 
Instead of forbidding them agriculture. 
handicrafts, and the tnechanical arts, en 
couruee them to deyote themselves to 
these occupertiins.” 
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subject to abuse in this respect of witch 
the Jews take advantage, hut it must be 
borne inom that the restrictions opon 
the Jews. as to livelihond 
are such a¢ to drive them milo mri 
lending. Indeed, this cause dates fro 
the nniddle ages, when, as already sotd 
epee fay forlistile ati (Chrreriitts thie 
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lending of money an interest and lett 
that business open for the Jews. who 


perforce became the money-lenters at 
Eainiope. 

The few avenues of employment tor 
Jews forced them mito the comcduct of 
inos and the selling of liquor, This, as 
| have pomted out, was a heritage from 
the Polish nobility, 

Even if the charge made against the 


Russian Jews cf fru and inekere lin- 
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foundation, itis net to be wandered at, 
when man’s hand is against them, when 
they are desperate in their efforts to hive, 
when they have a faculty in trade born 
af the severest necessity. The objection 
to them that they work together in the 
interest of cach other may well be true, 
Wher general society ts against them all, 
they mtarally stati] together for self- 
protection and for self-support. 


THEY MAKE (OOD SOLDIERS 


One can hardly expect that they should 
feel entirely grateful {oO a government 
which makes life so hard for them, of 
that the desire to serve in the army 
should be strong: in them. And yet the 
reports from the World War indicate 
that they have made good soldiers, and 
the history of the Jews in all countties in 
which they have settled has beet that 
they howe rallied to the sepport of the 
government under which they lived, 

Their patriarch, Samuel of Nehardea, 
sixteen centumes ago laid down the rule: 
“The law of the government is the law" ; 
and in the eighteen or ninebeen centuries 
in which the Jews have been wandering 
over the face af the earth, rebellion and 
treachery tothe government under which 
they lived have not been frequent among 
thet. . 

Ao ntmnber of them mn Russia onder 
the old régime detihtless had revolution- 
ary and subversive tendencies, apparently 
confined to Jews of university ediicstion, 
who found ditficulty in carting a live- 
lihogd under the restrictions and who 
naturally cherished resentment. 

With ther active minds, with their 
genius for trade, cultivated by centuries 
of necessity, they prefer trade to manual 
pursuits, batt mink of them ure skilled 
articins in many countries, 


DENTED EvUCATIONAL FRIVILECES 


They do not follow agricultural pur- 
suits because they have long been for- 
hidden to awn land, and by this long 
deprivation their tastes have been formed 
for city Ie. They have been cooped tp 
In ghettos of the city and, perforce, hove 
formed the habits of an urban popuoia- 
tion, 


Denied the opportunity for education, 
they are ignorant; but no people in the 
world manifest so much anxiety to se- 
cure education and improve the opportu. 
nities when offered with such earnest- 
ness amd snocess. 

Tt cannot he pood far a country like 
Russian Poland and the Pale to continue 
6,000,000 of its inhabitants in sch a per- 
sistent condition of poverty and denior- 
alization. It mst interfere with the 

rad development, prosperity, and 

of the rest of the population, Se 
large acongestion of this kind must make 
A sore spotin the ecoreamle, political, and 
sochil life of this partof Russim 

In spite of their deplorable eondition 
and the immigration it stintitlites, the 
Russian Jews are very prolific and their 
nomber is not diminishing, Their pres- 
ence in Russia has been o continuing fact 
and the policy parsued in respect te therm 
ip) to the Revaluation dil not renoeve it or 
Alter tt.and it was not a success. 

In aid of the Christian peoples of the 
Ratkans and Anmetia, the Russian Gov- 
erent did a great work, for which 
these peoples ehonld be very grateful. 
The conduct of Russia toward them wns 
in marked contrast to its attitude toward 
the lews within its own jurisdiction. ITs 
it too. much to hope that the drastic ex- 
perience of vhis _war Tay lead Russia to 
a different view ? 


A NLESSING IN DIREADEUL DISGUTEE 


Tf the war does help the Tew, ft will 
indeed be a blessing in dreadful disguise. 
One-half the Jews of the world have liad 
to heat its miseries, its crnelties, its suf- 
fermes. They lived in the theater of 
war betwen Russia and Germany and 
Austria. Tr this region, almost without 
ceasing, the campaign continued, The 
Russians tail waste the country in order 
to ernhartass therr pursuing enemies, anc 
between the two attites the popilation, 
of which the Jews were a ites quitt, 
stiffered wutol) jorrors, 

As soon as the war care on, a8 soo 
as molilizutions were initinted, Germany 
ind Austoi, an the one band, ane Rus- 
da, on the other; vied with each other in 
a cultivation of the good-will of the Poles 
and the Jews. 

Russia promised that an autonomous 
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Poland wold be created from all three 
of the incomplete trill districts of the 
prartitioned kingelum, Some of the lead- 
ers of the Austrian Government an 
nivunced an intention of giving-autonomy 
te Galicr. 

When the war eatie to amend, tremen- 
dows governmental changes eocurted: in 
the cauntries where the [ews ore so 
greath congested (see also page 23). 

The dreadful destruction of Ife, the 
necessity for rehabilitation of these cert 
tries where the war rage] with such vio 
Fence and thestraction, itist necessarily 
ive greater ecoriome value to every taan 
who survives, The luyalty which the 
Jews have shown to their respective gov- 
emiments im these countries under a most 
trying ordeal aught to mpress their gov- 
crmibents with the claim that they make 
ber ctrital treatment, 

While it ts true that in the past moch 
of the ernelty tothe Jews has heen imme- 
diately prompted by popular pretmdice, 
nevertheless. it is also trie that, with the 
increase af yxypular central mi all eoun- 
tries, thete condition has ultimately been 
much improve, A war like this, which 
must be enrred on by the people. in- 
creases ther wltimate power. 


REPRESSIVE MEASURES ALWAYS WARMPUL 


Harsh and repressive measures have 
nit helped the solution of the Jewish 
question. The résule reminds one con- 
stantly af AZsop's fable of the cuntest he- 
mween the wired and the sun in rerioving 
a'man’s cout Fron: bis hack. “The harder 
the wind blew, the closer the mam held 
the vout to his beady. Tt was only when 
the sun with its warm rays increased the 
tettiperitire ant created discamiurt that 
the tnan removed bis cout. 

The horchest persecution and myjustice 
merely strengthen the peculiarity of the 
Tew in bis adherence to his anciwot cos 
toms, in his exclusiveness, in his use of 
conning to avon) ontrage, aml in his aed- 
herence to his religion aod its ceremo- 
nals, Give him the sunhght of freedom 
and the balmy encomragement of erpality 
of opportunity ad he assimilates himself 
to ite enviranment: with all the quickness 
of peterption, all the enetgy, all the ert- 
terprase, all the persistence, with which 
che t& sp remarkably endowed.

A ntimber of modern books written by 
Jews deplore this fact. They fear that 
Lsrivel will be swallowed up in the n- 
tions. “They are an excellent, law-abiding 
part ofour population, (If course, erim- 
inale come from anne ther, poor snd 
niiserable os some of them are, but the 
criminal stutistics do not show their per- 
centage of criminals to be ws great as that 
of the entire population, 

When we consider the congestion im 
New York an the last End of one million 
Tews, amd that this has come within the 

st thirty years, it seetns retnarkable that 
it hae not given more trorthle to our civ 
lization and eur government than it has. 
These are the lessons which an investi- 
ition by Russian statestien into our ex 
perience would furnish,

Dunag the World War the Tews of 
this country and elsewhere raised a fund 
of nearly $25,000,000 with which to aid

In the countries where they have 
money, power, and influence, preat Tew- 
ish committees have jong been organized 
to help in securing civil rights, religious 
freedom, and equal opportunity for the 
oppressed of their race, 

The influence of the leaders of the 
Jews in Europe and America upon the 
Congress of Nations at Paris in behalf 
of the better treatrnent of the Jews has 
been wemhty and we can be sure thit it 
wis cottapeously and wisel’ exercised, 

The direct interest we have in the Jew- 
ih question in these Eastern countries 
was stated by Secretary Hoy ta the 
signatories of the Berlin Treaty in pre- 
test against KRumuania’s persecutions and 
breach of her treaty obligation, te wit, 
that we are the world's refuge for such 
people, driven aut hy measures of cp- 
ajc and restriction, and their coming 
in great numbers in their present conii- 
tion imposes an trifoir burden wpe ua.

The result of the war and the breaking 
up of Russia and the giving reign to the 


Principle of selfaletermimation of racial 


wits have ¢reated seven independent 
European States in central and eastern 
Europe. (Of-these, the Baltic Provinces, 
Poland and the Ukraine. as well as the 
Crecho-Slovak State atid the Jupe-Slav 
State, have many Jewish citizens. In 
addition to this, the Greater Rumania, 
which is to receive Transylvania from 
Hungary, is another State which will 
huve many Jewish citizens. 

The German treaty specifically pro- 
vides that the five great Powers shall 
mike future treaties with Poland and 
with the Cretho-Slovak State securing 
the religious liberties of the people who 
constitute a minority in those Stated: and 
it is understormd that similar provisions 
are to be included in the Austrian. treaty 
In Tespect to the Jugo-Slav Stute and 
Rumania, - 

lt ts to be hoped that the securities &x= 
acted in these treaties will be of -a char- 
acter more effective thin were the: re- 
quirements of the Congress of Berlin in 
respect to Rutnania. Indeed, we can be 
sure that they will, The prejudice against 
the Jews till remains in those countries, 
and cannot of course be eliminated by 
mere legislation, But Jews can be given 
equal nghts and be pratected in those 
rights, and secure the equality of oppor- 
tunity through such protection, . 

The League of Nations is to be a-con- 
tinuens body and will have power enough 
to see toon that treaties of this character 
are performed by nations which the war 
has im fact created and which will econ- 
lintte to be dependent for some ‘years 
upon the League for their own integrity 
and independence.

LPHOUGH Worea has a civiliza- 
Hor extending nearly 4,000 years

“Tigers” claws, whiskers, 
homes, and teeth are especially valmable, 
und prepartions made from these mar 
terials were often given to soldiers hefore 
i battle or any cspecionliy hazardous enter- 
prise, since ther were believed to incul- 
cate gteat bravery, 


AN IMPOSING CAV ADCADE 


When we returned to Musan to pre- 
pare for our trip into the wildertiess, 
trouble began. Tt was alinost impossible 
to procure horses and men, becanse of 
the fear of the Chinese robbers, wha were 
sat te conge along the borders of the 
forest, Aly party were deétnoralized, and 
hal & been possible to procure any “tiger- 
home tonite,” they wonld hove been given 
a liberal dese: but none was to be bad, 
and it was only after strenucus and forci- 
ble efferts:by the gendarmes and myself 
that we finilly got away, with six horees 
and five mufus (drivers), besides my 
cook, interpreter, avd gun-bearer, We 


made rather an imposing party, lua the 


hearts of the Rereans were heavy. atid 
their spirits at lowest ebb 

Our objective was the fittl village of 
Nonsatong, post at the edge of the unex- 
plored wilderness, go miles away. The 
first portion of the jonrney lay over the 
pictoresqine hills abuve the Tumetr River. 
which fonns the northeastern boundary 
line hetween Korea and Manchuria, and 
when we Were well spon the mountain 
slopes the view was magnificent. Far

below us avere oat anil miller fields and 
villages Of diny, dirty hts, auent which 
Wlhite-garhed natives lowapged in the sti- 
shine, smoking their long pipes, or per- 
haps furily drove a pair of hue bills 
buck and firth across o field, dragging 
after them the primitive wooden plow 
uae by the Koreans of the north,

Everywhere the low water-hunmers, 
tale for pounding pram, were sing and 
falling ceaselessly like things of life.

When the concave portrm is filled 
with water the log tises and the water is 
Lippe out; the oppesite end then becontes 
heavier and the pestle falls inte the tab 
beneath it; thos the hammer alternately 
rises anil fnlle si lone as the water Hows. 
This invention probably came from Chinn 
atl th new found in the southern.or cen- 
tril prirts of the peninsula. 

We had our first sight of forests in 
Rorea when we reachell Nonsateng, ar 
SOpido, a6 the Japanese call it This 
the last settlement on the edge of the 
wilderness andl consists of 10 or 12 small 
anc very dirty huts strorig owt along on 
branch of the Tumen Valley. 

The inhahitunts had never seena white 
iin, wl the curiosity with which we 
regarded tach other was mutttal. At first 
they were inclined to be somewhat shy 
and contente] themselves with standing 
silently, watching my every movement: 
but. after learning that I was not averse 
to being examined, they crowded abot 
for closer inspection of the strimge por 
ain who had suddenly appeared atnong 
them asal from another world,

when is a lwiy T visited the “dime sidé- 
show of-a traveling circus and saw an 
albina man, the first question | asked was 
whether or not he would see os well as 
others, My lighter complexion did not 
cause comment, for many of the Korean 
whinen and eiris, especially those of the 
higher classes, have skins almost.as white 
as a European, 

While the eve-tests were gor on, & 
dog. stoppedd upon the summit of a hill 
about 250 yards away, and they asked if 
1 could see it, 7 said Ves,” and more- 
over that mt could be killed from where 
we stoad. “They laughed. incredulously,

Dogs are tired for foul, since the Ka- 
reane ore preat meat caters. At one time 
they did much hunting; but the Japanese 
confiscated all fire-arms, and now wild 
came is caught only in traps and pits. 
Like all the natives of the interior, the 
neople at Nonsatong are dependent for 
food upon what they grow, They are 
tiuch mere industrivus farmers than. the 
Koreans of the south and raise quantities 
of oats and millet. bit it seers to be om- 
mossible to cultivate rice successitilly in 
the Tamen River Valley. 


Their dress was jike that of the south- 
ert natives, The men wear loose, baggy 
trousers tied) at the ankle, a short gacket, 
a long, fowing kimona, and a peculiar 
horse-hair hat, which t the pride of 
every Koreun’s heart. The hat is always 


‘worn it, the house as well as cut of it, 


but only by thoge men who are married 
and have thas obtained a definite social 
position in the community.

I gaye the boy a fve-srain tablet 
of quinine, telling him to swallow i at 
nnec, which he did, J then wrapped five 
ether tublets in a bit of paper and told 
lum to tuke one every two owre; batt 
hardly was my back turned before he 
swallowed all five at once; he this got 30 
grains of quinine tn less than ro mimutes

A tremens fire had devastated the 
foréat 1O.0r 12 years before and left in 
its wake a cheerless waste of hlackenei| 
tree skeletons aml] charred! stunips. All 
day we tramyped through this area of 
desolation, and at night camped on the 
shores Of aw beautiful lake 3,700 fee 
above the level of the sen We found 
that there really were three Jakes and a 
lang connecting pond between two of 
them.

The only way in which they could be 
passed] was to cut down trees or d 
heavy logs, lay them end to end, net 
drive the horses aver.

When an animal slipped off the logs and 
become ouired, it would lie quietly in the 
water uotil the packs had been retnoved, 
and even then make not the slightest ef- 
fort to extricate itself, Fortunately the 
horses were amaill, and with si men lift- 
ing at the legs, head, amd tal, and the 
cook shouting with all his strength we 
could usually get the berate upon the 
bridge ugain. During the whole day we 


covered only six miles; but the swarnps 


were finished. 

Two days more of cutting our way 
through the Wilderness and we came into 
a thin forest, where a broad trail led 
down the mountain side, Picking our 


way amour huge boulders, which in 


many places the horses could barely pass, 
we descended nearly 2,000 feet to the 
valley below, There, tr n clearing just at 
the cdge of the forest, were four | 
houses constituting the village of Pote 
carl, the first habitations on the Yulu side 
of the watershed. We remainel over 
night, and the next day crossed another 
licavily wooded mountain to the village 
of Potaidon. 


WHITE MAN ATTRACTS A MULTITUDE 
OF THE CCRIOUS 


Although Japanese gendarmes often 
come there, the Koreans had never seen 
a white man, and | was an object of even 
greater curiosity than to those on the 
Tumen River ‘side of the watershed, We 
camped not far away, Ina little grove of 
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trees.on the bank of the river, and my 
tent was surrounded by a curious crowd 
of natives within a very few munutes 
after it had been pitched, The next day 
Koreans were coming from every dirsc- 
tion to see our camp and the strange 
mat there, 

After collecting at Potaidon for sone 
time, we started across the mountains 
toward Heizanchin, on the Yalu River, 
the largest city in north central Koren. 
A- good road led over the hile, and upon 
the top of one we came to a picturesque 
little temple, where | found ao poor old 
man almost cripple! with rhenmtisn. 
For five days an! nights he hac: been 
praying at this shrine, called the “Tem- 
ple of Good Fortune,” asking the god to 
relieve Wis sufferings, and, although it 
had been raining much of the time, the 
old fellow had been sleepmg on the wet 
proud, 

Beyond the temple we descended into 
i treeless valley where, tn one of the hurts, 
a funeral was in progress. A woman 
had died and the corpse was lying in the 
largest room of the house, while a great 
many telatives and friends, all dressed 
in coarse cream-colored cloth, were stt- 
ting about the door and courtyard drink- 
ing quantities of strong she and keeping 
lip a continous monotonous wail As 
soon as I appeared the corpse lost all its 
attraction, and every main in. the entire 
assembly rushed outside to get a look at 
me, the women alone remaining within 
to continie the dismial wail of eres 
eigo! So Jong as 1 renmmed near the 
house the funeral was forgotten,

The country which we traversed was 
becoming more and more deforested, and 
in, many plices somewhat reminded me. 
of the Egyptian sand-hills near Cairo, 
There was little yeyetation except on a 
hilltop now and then, where a few trees

For hundreds of years 
thia sentinel city of Korea took an im- 
portant part in the history of the coun- 
try and wae the scene of many herce 
struggles between the Koreans and the 
Chinese, their neighbars across the river. 
Tut its work has long been done: the 
grim old watch-towers have decayed and 
the crumbling walls are almost obscured 
hy a luxuriant growth of vines and ivy, 
Nothing remuins of the city iself ex- 
erpt the picturesque gateway and an old 
shrine, standing on the very verge of the 
hill overlooking the valley below, where 
the Japanese hove built anew and unin- 
teresting town on the banks of the Valu 
(see paige 47). 
he mHnence which a great river ex- 
erts, almost to its very source, on the 
country through which it passes was 
brought foreefully to my attention in Ko- 
rea. As soon as we neared the Yalu we 
began to see evilerices of lumbering and 
of the civilization which a great conmner- 
cil enterprise invarinhly brings with it, 
one cf the first multe: ations being a party 
of Koreans carrying ordinary black um- 
lirellas, hese people had seen either 
very few white men or none at all, but 
were using many foreign articles brought 
hy the Japatiese, 





YALU BOATS GPERATED BY MAN POWER 

Lumber rafts were contmually passing 
Heizanchin on their wav dawn the river; 
but there were too many rapids in the 
vicinity to make the journey a safe one 
for our baggage, and so we continued 


across country about 30 miles, to the yil- 
lage of Shinkarbarchin,. A log raft was 


secured there, and with cur bayigage 


piled aboard we floated some 375 miles, 
to the mouth of the river on the west 
coast, 

The seenery on the upper Walu is 
beaotiful, but rather monotonous, Pills 
and mointains rise abitipily from the 
fiver on cither side, leaving in many 
places hardly room erioueh for a fout- 
path along the water's edge. At times 
the hills slope away far enough to give a 


few hundred yards of groumil for ctilti- 


vation, attd there Korean anil Chinese 
huts have found a resting place. 

The river for the first 100 miles is ex- 
cécdingly rapid, and a boat can float 
down itas much asso or 60 mules in a 
day, As it widens the force of its eur- 
rent decreases, the hills becore Tower, 
and villages appear at intervals, One of 
the most picturesque sights was the Chi- 
nese jrinks, loaded with salt or corn, 
which were beng towed up the river lay 
the natives. 

The journey is a tediotis one, for the 
boats must be hauled the entire distance 
against the strong current by man-power, 
receiving but little assistance Frorti their 
linge brown satle (see nage e a). It takes 
sever or cight weeks for the journey 
from: the west ciast up the river, and 
even by making the best possible time a 
junk caniot do more than-one round 
trips and half of another hefore the winter 
ee Stops HeLa tint, The Yalt is called 
by the Koreans the ' Ae-nok” (green 
duck), from the colariof the water in the 
early spritig.

They are 
of excellent flavor, bemg a combination 
ef gooseberry, rhubarh, pineapple, and 
guava, They have the habit of setting 
one’s teeth on edge, just tke pinexpples 
and Whueberres, and they are laxative! 

“But the vines ore nit hardy. Where 
one finds them growing well, one notices 
eoir palms, loguats, privets, and han 
boos: around the farmsteads. “Zero ter 
peratures may hurt them badly, I am 
afraid, 

“The plants also will have to be grown 
like muscadine grapes—that is, on high 
arbors—anel they might have to be britised 
to make them bear heavily, In the wild 
state, at least, | noticed that plants sub- 
jected to strong mountain winds, which 
twist them around at times, bore niuch 
more heavily than those growing well 
sheltered.

Last week | saw that sotte of 
these fellows took the heart< out of ten 
whom they had aheot, ond. mutilated the 
corpses in nnispeukable wave.

“OF late I have heen assisting many of 
the foreign residents in changing their 
gardens arid transplanting large and small 
trees.

Should all 
of these various trees. pull through, my 
work will be ted up with this city fora 
hundred years to come,” 


SOALE OF MEVER 3 CITS ‘TO AMERICA 


It would he inappropriate here to give a 
complete list of the lumdrers of plant spe- 
gies and varicties which Meyer sent into 
this country. But when the roses bloom 
in New Enplind, his Rosa sauthina, 
the hardiest of the vellow bush-roses, will 
be amass of pale gold. When the ground 
thaws on the bleak plains of the Dakotas, 
thousands of his Chinese elias will put out 
their leaves: and take their place in the 
wind-breaks of that treeless region. ATI 
the way up from Florida and Grorma 
and over the Canadian border this clm 
is now growing—a remarkably adaptable 
tree. 

His ash from Kashgar will spread its 
hranches over the alkall soils of Nevada. 


When cherries are tepe in Caltfornm, his: 
Tangei cherry will be the earliest to ripen 
by a week or ten days. 

The peach-growers of California are 
watching orchards now five years oli, the 
trees of which all have for their toot svs- 
tems those of a wilt Chinese peach which 
it resistant! to drouth and alkali and 
which Mever found was in common wse 
as a stock by the Chinese, 

As the attimm peaches ripen, the trees: 
of the Fet peach will attract mnusunl at- 
tention, for it isthe pound peach of the 
Shatitung Province and bids fair to take 
a special place among the canning peaches. 
of this country. Tt wits sq rare a variety, 
and living peach budweod is so hard to 
ship, that Meyer hard-to make two long 
special trips of several weeks on foot to 
pret it. * 

In parks and cemeteries, wherever. it 
will grow well, the glohular-headed wil- 
low deserves to find a place, and the first 
specimens, tow growing at Chico, Cal- 
iforua, and on the hanks of Rock Creek 
Park, in Washington, D. C.. are worthy 
of a special visit. 


Ti DELICIONS FWiVBE 


The enree of pear-growers is the fire 
blight, which often mins the growth of 
years. in a single seasem by killing the: 
twigs and trinches and even the trunk 
mothe tree. Jost how far the hardy 
Uissurinn pear, sent to os by Meyer, will 
prove to be immune to this disease we do 
riot vet know: but Professor Reimer, of 
Oregon, who is an anthority on the sub- 
ject, declares it ts the most resistant of all 
the species of the pear gemus. 

Unt Mever brought hack the grafted 
virieties of the Chinese jujube and we 
manted an orchard of them in California, 
the name jteelf recalled only the jujube 
paste of our fnthers’ time, which was 
used for coughs and colds, It bore no 
relation to the frits, a5 large as good- 
wzed plums, which, when processed, are 
as delicious as Persian Gulf dates (p, 74. 

When the boys and gitls go chestntt- 
ting ahd sce with growing: cortcern that 
their favorite chestnut trees are dying 
aid realize that wnless we do something 
theirs may be the last generation to have 
the pleasure of gathering these mast in- 
teresting of all nuts, it may be a comfort

duced by shrubs and trees which he first 
saw on the mountain slopes of China! 

To thase who chase through life from 
one adventute to the next, heedless of 
whether they leave a trail or not, this 
may, perhaps, appeal but little; but to 
those who look ahead, imagining a better 
world here on this wonderful planet, the 
iden of having so definite and tangible a 
share in its enrichment must be verv 
satisfactory, 

While without the hearty support of 
a force of men and women who have

An Expedition to Bokhara, Russian Central Asia, to 
Study the Karakul Sheep Industry

™ INCE time immemorial man has 
S made tse of the skins, hair, wool, 
and far of animals tu protect hitn- 
self from the elements and for purposes 
of adornment. However valuable and 
universally used are vegetable substitutes, 
the clothing products furnished by ani- 
mals are now demanded in larger quanti- 
ties than ever before: s0 much so that 
consumption has ovettaken production, 
and the situation for the future is°con- 
sidered critical by competent observers. 

Especially is this trie with regard to 
the production of furs: it appears that 
the advancement of civilization increases 
the dematd, while at the same time it de- 
creases the number of wild aninnils 
which, since time out of mind, have fur- 
nished mankind with this indispensable 
comunity: 

As wild fur-hearing animals have de- 
creased in numbers and the scarcity and 
prices of furs consequently increased, 
many individuals have been lec) to tinder- 
take the rearing of fir-bearers in captiv- 
ity, a&, for example, the efforts to breed 
foxes in Canada and parts of the Umited 
States, and the wide-spread interest tn 
skunk-raising. It is of significance that 
in ane Staite alone the game warden, 
within a period of two years, issued more 


than fifty pennits for breeding skunks in 
captivity. 


KARARUL SHEEP AS A SOLUTION OF TIE 
WORLDS SUR PROBLEM 


Attention has been directed recently to 
the ancient industry of Karaknl sheep- 
raising te-aid in restoring the equilibrium 
between the increasing demand and de- 
ereasing supply of furs, The pelts of the 
young lambs of this breed of sheep, be- 
cause of their special qualities of warmth 
and beauty, appeal to persons of both 


sexes, old and young, of all stations in 


life and of all nationalities, There is, 
perhaps, greater possilility of restoring 
to mankind a supply of turs from this 
enurce than from any other. 

Recently, through the generous coo 
eration of Mr. L, M. GCrawtord, janes 
man: Dr, H. J. Waters, then. president, 
and President W. M. Jardine, then di- 
rector of the Experinient Station of the 
Kansas State Aericulturn! College, the 
author traveled in Russia, Rokhara. and 
other parts of Turkestan largely for the 
puirpise of studying Karakul and other 
sheep, 

On omy first expedition to the East to 
study the Karakul, my Pokhora inter- 
preter, a man of education and influence

“Elsewhere the light descends from 
above: in Bokhara it radiates upward,” 
tradition gives as among the list words 
of Mohammed as he was beme translated 
to heaven: Between the ninth and four- 
teenth centuries Bokhara was the gather- 
ig place for the must studious men of 
Asia, Tt still has nearly a hundred col- 
lewes where students learn to real the 
Karan, and there ore more than 300 
mosques. Tt temains a center of Islam. 
ie learning. though sreaty diminished 
within recent years. The observer is mm 
pressed with the dignity, reserve, and con- 
servaticcn of the men. The women when 
mut of their abodes are invariably heavily 
veiled. 

A mote unfavorable stttiation for rais 
ing live stock can hardly be conceived 
than that encowntered im this rejion. 
Grass, to any extent, is avaiable only 
fron the first of March, soon after the 
winter breaks, till the latter part of May. 


A HAPPY, FRIMTTIVE PROFLE 


On the journey from the city of Old 
Nokhara to the steppes to study the Kara- 
kel sheep, across the Zerafahan ard. its 
initmerable tributary irrigation ditches, 
One Cncnmlers 2 con aiderahbte population 
of apparently satished and happy people, 
engaged for the most part mn ttensive 
agriculture. 

All werk is carried on in the mst 
sitive Tashion and with hand-made 
instruments of the kinda dating back 
thousands of years, One sees during the 
day horse, camel, or man-motived wheels 
raising the irrigating water from one 
level to a higher, the cutting of alfalin 


with hand scythes and transporting it at, 


the backs of donkeys, the teaping of 
grains, also by hand, and threshing with 
fiuils or by the tramping of goats, camels, 
and donkeys, and wihnowmg inthe man- 
ner of Biblical times: | 

Slow-moving, cnide water-power mills 
on the main canals: elean the rice and 
erin the grains, Ciccasional small flocks 
of sheep ated goats, chaperoned always by 
same one, usually an old man or boy, 
even when there are only two or three, 
ire «eet eTtLeinyg. on the hanks of ditehes 
or vacant small fields. 

For many years the Russian Govern- 
tment kept several of is best engineers 


engaged in devising means of extending 
the irrigated areas as far as the available 
water allows. At the outhreak of the 
wart this work was making good progress. 
und considerdhle areas were being added 
ta cotton culture. | 

A beneficial influence was being exer- 
cised an the agriculture of ‘Turkestan 
throtgh. the Department of Agriculture 
at Tashkent, an excellent general expen- 
ment station and the special dry-farming 
station, beth located near Tashkent, and. 
a Karakul sheep-breeding station, sear 
Samarkand. 
"The semi-official Turkestan Agricul- 
tural. Soctety was performing valuahle 
services to the country in studyhig soils, 
climate, crops, introducing modern ap- 
Hhances, and improving the markets. I 
have never become achuaited with a 
mare intelligently active body of men. 

So far as could be observed, the ad- 
ministration of the country was highly 
beneficial The Russian railways ai- 
forded transportation for exports ond 
inperts; and although the natives were 
badly cheated by the Weetern traders, 
imnv of whom were entirely without 
lmsiness ethics, their produce at least 
brought them something, and they were 
enabled to purchase many necessities—a 


situation undoubtedly greatly improved 


aver the thnes prior to the Russian ocet- 
pation. 

Whatever may be said of the short- 
CoMTitnes of the former Russa Geverm- 


ment (and most 1 hat T hare read’ and 
heard shout it does net comcide with my 


observations), it 9 areas that. the na- 
tives were being aided in many ways and 


under very great difficulties, with the 


least possible disturbance of their re- 
Hater and custom, 

It mitst be remembered that, asin case 
of most of their own races with when 
the Eussinn officials had to deal, these 
people are extremely ignorant and at the 
éame time excessively conservative.
